I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1957c 

The  statistical  tables  set  out  in  the  report  are  intended  primarily  as 
records  of  totals  and  trends »  Based  as  they  are  on  a  comparatively  small 
population,  they  should  be  interpreted  with  caution  in  order  to  avoid 
unjustifiable  conclusions »  Suffice  it  is  to  say  that  in  matters  of  life 
and  death  and  in  its  freedom  from  the  more  serious  notifiable  infections 
Sunbury  is  not  unfavourably  placed » 

The  number  of  births  rose  from  523  to  619<>  The  birth  rate  was  the 
highest  in  the  County  and  was  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales 0  The 
infant  mortality  rate  though  substantially  lower  than  in  England  and  Wales 
was  slightly  higher  than  the  average  in  the  County. 

The  death  rate  after  adjustment  for  age  and  sex  distribution,  rose 
from  9c6  (in  1956)  to  11.9  -  England  and  Wales  11. 5o 

The  incidence  of  Measles  vms  high,  6l9  cases  being  notified.  The  out¬ 
break,  which  may  be  said  to  have  started  in  January  reached  its  peak  in 
April,  May  and  June  and  had  subsided  by  September. 

Notifications  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever  numbered  56  and  22 
respectively. 

Though  there  were  no  fatal  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  or  Scarlet 
Fever  these  infections  should  not  be  regarded  as  trivial  since  they  are  some¬ 
times  the  cause  of  permanent  damage  to  the  lungs  and  hearing  organs. 

Two  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  both  children,  were  notif'ied.  One  child, 
a  non-paralytic  case,  recovered;  the  other  developed  paralysis  and  died  in 

1958. 

The  anticipated  outbreak  of  influenza  affected  the  district  during  the 
Autumn  months.  The  infection  was  widespread  and  caused  the  deaths  of  five 
persons  over  65  years  of  age  but  there  were  no  deaths  among  younger  persons 
in  whom  the  incidence  was  greater. 

Vaccinations  and  Inoculations  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  poliomyelitis  are  carried  out  in  general  practice  and  at  the  Health 
Authority  clinics.  A  total  of  1,309  children  were  inoculated  against 
polionyelitis . 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchial  tubes  numbered  17  (I6  men 
and  1  woman)  -  an  increase  of  10  over  the  previous  year.  Considerable 
information  has  accumulated  on  cancer,  yet,  despite  the  unremitting  efforts 
of  research  workers  there  are  large  gaps  in  our  knowledge.  Tobacco  smoking 
and  atmospheric  pollution  have  been  cited  as  factors  in  the  development  of 
cancer  of  the  lung.  Young  people  are  therefore  well  advised  to  refrain

from  acquiring  the  habit  of  smoking.  Atmospheric  pollution  is  attributable 
to  emanations  from  both  factory  and  domestic  chimneys.  It  has  been  held 
that  domestic  fires  alone  are  responsible  for  nearly  half  this  form  of 
pollution.  In  this  connection  it  is  appropriate  to  record  that  in  1957  the 
Sunbuiy-on-Thames  Urban  District  Council  adopted  bylaws  under  the  Clean  Air 
Act,  1956,  requiring  the  installation,  in  new  dwellings,  of  appliances 
capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel,  for  heating  and  domestic  purposes, 

A  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  visited  the  District 
from  5th  to  l8th  September,  1957 »  The  unit  was  located  in  turn  on  five 
different  sites.  Of  the  2,883  persons  X-rayed  it  is  gratifying  to  record 
that  only  one  person  had  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  ' 

Water  supplies  from  shallow  wells  are  kept  under  supervision. 
Approximately  100  dwellings  are  thus  supplied.  These  wells  tap  the  subsoil 
water  so  it  is  not  surprising  that  bacteriological  reports  indicate  that 
such  sources  of  supply  are  unsatisfactory.  Consumers  have  been  advised  to 
boil  the  water. 

Samples  taken  from  3  standpipes  from  the  Water  Companies’  mains  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  supervision  of  food  premises  is  described  in  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Improvements  are  being  effected  in  the 
methods  of  storage,  handling  and  display  for  sale  of  foodstuffs  and  it  seems 
that  both  purveyors  and  purchasers  are  adopting  higher  standards  in  the 
matter. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  participation  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report,

A  piped  water  supply  is  provided  for  the  greater  part  of  the  Distrio  y 
the  Metropolitan  Water  Board,  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company  and  the  South 
West  Suburban  Water  Company.  About  450  dwellings  (including  ^ 

riverside  dwellings  -  mostly  of  temporary  type)  are  dependent  on  standpi^s. 
Three  samples  of  water  from  standpipes  were  baoteriologioally  satisfactory. 

At  least  7  shallow  wells  supplying  about  100  dwellings  are  known  to  be 
in  use.  The  wells  consist  of  pumps  attached  to  pipes  driven  into  the  grave  , 
33  samples  taken  from  these  sources  wore  reported  to  be  baoteriologioally 
uLatisfaotory  in  20  instances.  All  7  wells  at 

unsatisfactory  sample.  Consumers  have  been  warned  to  boil  the  water, 
water  is  not  plumb o- solvent o 


The  greater  port  of  the  District  is  on  main  drainage  but  unsewered  areas 
still  exist  and  several  hundred  cesspools  are  in  use.

The  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  whole  of  the 
County  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Public  Control 
Department  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council  for  the  following  information  on 
samples  procured  and  the  inspections  carried  out  in  this  District  during  1957» 

"Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955;  I  attach  a  list  of  samples  of  food  and  drugs 
procured  under  the  Act  in  the  Urban  District  of  Sunbury-on-Thames  during  the 
year  1957.  With  regard  to  the  samples  noted  on  that  list  as  being  unsatis¬ 
factory,  I  add  the  following  comments 

Vinegar ;  The  only  samples  which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  were  two  of 
vinegar.  Both  v/ere  purchased  from  the  same  retailer,  the  first  being  a  pre¬ 
liminary  check  and  the  second  a  formal  sample  submitted  to  the  Public  Malysto 
In  each  case  non-brewed  condiment  was  supplied  instead  of  vinegar  and  it  was 
slightly  deficient  in  acetic  acid.  An  official  caution  vms  sent  to  the 
retailer  conoernedo 


Merchandise  Marks  Acts,  1887-1955:  35  inspections  of  shops  were  undertaken 

to  ensure  that  the  Marking  Orders  relating  to  certain  imported  foodstuffs  made 
under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926,  v/ere  complied  v/itho  60  separate  dis¬ 
plays  of  meat,  apples  and  tomatoes  were  examined,  and  in  addition  a  number  of 
test  purchases  were  madeo  No  infringements  of  the  requirements  of  these  Acts 
and  Marking  Orders  were  disclosedc 

Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953:  At  29  premises  86  articles  of  pre-packed  food 

were  examined  to  see  that  they  bore  a  label  which  gave  a  clear  statement  of 
the  designation  of  the  food  and,  in  the  case  of  compound  foods,  the 
ingredients,  and  also  the  name  and  address  of'  the  packer  or  labeller o  No 

infringement  of  this  Order  was  detected. 

False  or  Misleading  Descriptions;  As  in  previous  years  a  considerable  amount 
of  worlf  has  been  done  in  the  de'tailed  scrutiny  of  advertisements  and  the 
labels  on  pre-packed  foods,  and  taking  suitable  action  in  those  cases  where  a 
label  or  advertisement  contains  a  false  or  misleading  description  of  the  food 
to  which  it  relates.  This  v/ork  is  of  benefit  to  the  whole  County  irrespec¬ 
tive  of  where  within  the  County  offences  may  be  detected.  During  the  year 
under  review  corrective  action  has  been  secured  in  respect  of  salmon  with 
potato  salad,  crystallized  jelly,  pineapple  slices,  pure  egg  mundelech,  cherry 
juice,  lime  juice,  imitation  cream,  cream  filled  biscuits,  cream  filled 
Easter  eggs  and  cheese.  In  every  case  the  person  responsible  agreed  to  make 
necessary  suitable  amendments  to  labels  as  a  result  of  my  representations. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  institute  proceedings. 
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Special  Designated  Milk:  No  licence  was  issued  by  my  Council  in  respect  of 

the  use  of  the  special  designation  "pasteurised"  for  milk  processed  within 
your  area o  5  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken^  all  of  which  were 
certified  as  being  satisfactory o 

Safe  Milk;  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  5  samples  of  raw  milk  were  pro¬ 
cured  within  your  District  and  submitted  to  test  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacillio  None  was  found  contaminated o "

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  Annual  Report  relating  to  work  carried 
out  during  1957 » 

Attention  has  continued  to  be  paid  to  the  inspection  of  food  premises  and 
in  many  cases  considerable  improvements  have  been  achieved  in  the  cleanliness 
of  premises  and  the  handling  of  food. 

The  Rent  Act,  1957,  after  considerable  controversy,  came  into  force  at 
the  middle  of  the  year.  It  is  too  early  to  predict  whether  the  desired 
results  -  to  arrest  the  decay  of  tenanted  houses  and  increase  the  number  of 
houses  to  let  -  virill  be  secured. 

Certain  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  were  also  brought  into 
operation  and  reference  is  made  later  in  this  report. 

Again  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  100  per  cent  meat  inspection 
has  been  maintained  at  the  local  slaughterhouses.  Hours  of  slaughtering 
remain  very  erratic  and  to  secure  adequate  inspection  has  involved  overtime 
duty  by  your  inspectors.  This  incursion  into  ones  leisure  hours  is  to  be 
deplored  but  without  national  control  of  hours  of  slaughtering  I  foresee  no 
change . 

During  the  second  year  of  the  Council's  five-year  slum  clearance  pro¬ 
gramme  14  houses  were  represented  as  being  unsuitable  for  habitation. 
Unfortunately,  other  accommodation  for  the  occupants  of  these  houses,  and  tor 
those  dealt  with  in  the  previous  year's  programme,  remains  to  be  provided, 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  given  to  me  by  members  of  the 
staff  during  the  year,

Many  enquiries  by  persons  affected  by  the  Rent  Act  have  been  dealt  with 
in  the  Public  Health  Department  and  information  has  been  given’ to  landlords 
and  tenants  as  necessary.  Certain  forms  for  use  in  connection  with  the  Act 
have  been  made  available  for  purchase  in  the  Treasurer's  Department. 

The  responsibility  under  the  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  1934^  for  specifying 
the  defects  to  be  included  in  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  rested  upon  the  local 
authority  whereas  the  Rent  Act,  1937,  places  this  task  upon  the  tenant.  The 
arrangements,  in  practice,  have  been  found  to  be  cumbersome  and  the  majority 
of  tenants  concerned  are  unable  to  adequately  deal  with  the  form-filling  pro¬ 
cedure.  In  several  instances  serious  defects  have  been  omitted  altogether 
and  in  such  cases  action  to  secure  repairs  has  been  taken  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 
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CLEM  AIR  ACT,  1936. 

The  particular  sections  of  this  Act  which  were  brought  into  being  on  31  st 
December,  1956,  enabled  local  authorities  to 

1 .  Define  smoke  control  areas; 

2c  Require  notice  of  intention  to  install  furnaces; 

3e  Amend  building  byelaws  to  require  that  only  approved 

appliances  for  heating  or  cooking  are  fitted  in  new  buildings; 

2f»  Reject  plans  where  a  chimney  height  is  considered  to  be  in¬ 
sufficient  to  prevent,  so  far  as  practicable,  the  smoke,  grit, 
dust  or  gases  from  becoming  prejudicial  to  health  or  a  nuisance. 

Action  taken  under  the  above  headings  is  as  follows 

The  Council  have  decided  not  to  establish,  for  the  time  being,  a 
smoke  control  area  o 

Notices  of  intention  to  install  furnaces  are  being  received  and 
recorded.  V/herever  possible  the  type  of  furnace  and  its  use  are 
the  subject  of  discussions  with  the  firm  concerned  in  order  that 
precautions  may  be  taken  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  a  public 
health  nuisance. 

Local  building  byelavi^s  have  been  amended  and  the  nevi  requirements 
came  into  operation  on  1st  August,  1957* 

Plans  deposited  which  include  the  erection  of  a  chimney  in  respect 
of  certain  buildings  are  examined  jointly  with  the  Engineer  and 
Surireyor '  s  Department . 

It  is  hoped  that  with  the  assistance  of  the  above  requirements  and  careful 
observations  and  action  regarding  any  smoke  nuisance  which  may  occur  it  will  be 
possible  to  come  closer  to  that  most  desirable  condition  -  a  clean  and  healthy 
atmosphere .

Meat  Inspection: 


Details  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected,  and  carcases  condemned,  are 
shown  in  a  table  on  the  following  page. 

Two  slaughterhouses  continued  to  be  used  as  Deadweight  Certification 
Centres  for  pigs  in  connection  with  the  Covernment  Patstock  Guarantee  Scheme. 
Your  inspectors  act  as  Certification  Officers  and  7,473  pigs  7/ere  certified  as 
eligible  for  guarantee  payment.  The  Council  received  £197  for  this  service 
during  the  year. 


An  Exchequer  grant  of  £167  towards  the  Council's  cost  of  meat  inspection 
for  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  March,  1938,  has  also  been  made. 

Food  condemned  at  slaughterhouses  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption  is 
disposed  of  by  sale  to  pet-food  traders  or  to  manufacturers  of  fertilizers. 

Other  food  condemned  (i.e.  at  local  shops)  is  disposed  of  by  incineration 
at  the  Council's  Refuse  Plant.
